twelve (12), thirteen (13) and fourteen (14) in said town
and range, for tbe purpose of booming, holding, sort-
in%and handling logs, lumber and tim%er.

ECTION 2. The said B. F. Cooper, F. M. Andrews, sna1 buila
August Kickbush, T. B. Scott, their associates, heirs jlidesand gates
and assigns shall build, keep up and maintain proper
and suitable slides and gates for the free passage of
logs, lumber and timber over and through said dam,
and through said boom for logs, timber and lumber as
aforesaid, so asnot to obstruct the navigation of said
river for the purposes aforesaid.

SkcrioN 8. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage.

AN ACT to amend chapter one hundred and twenty-seven (127)
of the general laws of 1871, entitled “an act to fix the time
o{rléoldmg the terms of the circuit court in the Fourth judicial
circuit.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SEcTION 1. Section one of said chapter one bun- o 000
dred and twenty-seven (127) is hereby amended so as fourth fudictal
to read as follows: In the county of Fond du Lac, on *™"
the first Monday of January, on the fourth Monday of
April, and on the first Menday of October, of each

ear. In the county of Sheboygan, on the fourth

onday of May, and on the fourth Monday of Novem-
ber, of each year. In the county of Caluraet, on the
second Monday of June, and on the second Monday of
November, of each year. In the county of Manito-
woc, on the third Tuaesday of June, and on the second
Tuesday of December, of each year. In the county of
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Kewaunee, on the first Monday of February, and on
the second Monday of July, of each year.

SecrioN 2. Nothing in this act contained shall af-
fect the existing law authorizing the holding of the
term of the circuit court in Sheboygan county on the
third Monday of February, 1874, but the said term
shall be held as now provided by law. '

SecrioN 8. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 120.
[Published March 7, 1874 }

AN ACT to prescribe the time for holding the terms of the
circuit court for the counties of Dunn and Pepin in the Eighth
Jjudicial circuit.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SECTION 1. The general terms of the circuit court
in the following named counties shall be held at the
times hereinafter mentioned, to wit: In the county of
Dunn on the second Monday of March, and the second
Mouday of September in each year. In the county of
Pepin on the third Monday of April, and the third
Monday of October in each year.

SEcTiON 2. All acts or parts of acts conflicting with
or contravening the provisions of this act are bereby
repealed.

SeCTION 3. This actshall take effect and be in force
from and after the first day of July, 1874.
